Profeaaor In ortlnffhtfrn I niver-nli- y

Saj It In Neecsifinr y.
To preserve "love's young dream"

Horace Dutterwortli, professor of phys-
ical culture in the Northwestern uni-

versity, near Cliicnirn, would include
housekeeping in the curriculum of
modern universities, nays the New
York Press. lie would teach the coeds
how to cook anil by so doing, he be-

lieves, work the greatest good for hu-

manity.
The professor stated his views at 0

small gathering of professors and
alumni of the university the other aft-
ernoon. Ills words caused much dis-

cussion and are likely to be warmly de-

bated in Northwestern for some timo
to come. He raid:

"The greatest Haw in the average
wife today is her inability to cook ap-

petizing food. I believe the modern
university should Include housekeeping
in its curriculum. I would make such
a course a required one for all women
students. Poor cooking ppoils love's
young- - dream ir ofteuer than a lack
of sympathy or other faults credited
to mankind. Northwestern could make
no wiser move than to establish such a
course of study during the Rummer
months."

Mr. Butterworth denounced the pros
ent course of study which young wom-

en are forced to follow. He said:
"Too much Latin. Greek and higher

mathematics are taught and too little
of the more domestic arts the acquisi-
tion of which would tend to make her
home life moreenjoyrblo nud happy
when the'lpupil leaves' the SchooirWui
Girls should learn-t- o cook. They should
learn to cook well. It I more impor-
tant to a girl nnd her domestic happi-
ness than many of the more abstract
studies which she spends years in ac-

quiring."
